A Situation that Would Cause 
the Strongest Hearts to 
Feel the Icy Touches 
of Despair. 



Capt William Server gives the fol- 
lowing interesting account ol the loss 
ol the Peankiahaw, and the remarka- 
ble escape ol all but the engineer 
from death: 

” We ate supper on the boat about 
6:30 o’clock. I was the last to eat 
supper. While I was seated at the 
table I heard a heavy jolt like the 
boat had struck something I did 
not think it was anything serious, 
however. After 1 had finished sup- 
per I went up to the pilot house and 
aaked it anything was wrong. I 
agaiu went down stairs and asked the 
watchman to make an investigation. 
He said th«re was nothing wrong 
with the boat. I wanted to make 
sore of it, and at once set the syphon 
going, which threw considerable was 
ter. 

“Upon farther investigation I dis- 
covered that the boat had struck a 
large log in the middle of the stream 
and everyone on board was told to be 
on the lookont. The boat soon began 
to leak. I told the pilot, Ben Hud- 
son, to blow the distress whistle. He 
did not do as was ordered, but at once 
began preparations to save himself. I 
saw that we were fast sinking and 
something had to be done. I yelled 
to the crew and passengers to get on 
the barge, which was in front of the 
boat. 

"Clarence, the 16 -year old son of 
my brother, Henry, wasin the engine 
, room with the engineer, John Orr, at 
! this time. Orr was engaged at the 
pnmp and Clarence was watching the 
machinery, sa was his habit, He no- 
ticed the water "coming up over the 
| floor ot the engine room, screamed to 
I Orr and ran for the door. Orr was 
, slightly deal and may not have beard 
Clarence's warning, Clarence got ont 
j of the engine room and reached the 
, barge just in time, for as he Btepped 
on the boat went down in 20 feet of 
water. The pilot on the steamer Gays 
oso witnessed the sinking of the steam- 
er and undoubtedly wonld have res- 
cued us it it had been possble. 

‘•When I though every one was on 
the barge I secured a hatchet and cat 
the ropes and we were sec adrift. We 
soon discovered that Orr was missing , 
but it was impossible to save him. On t 
the barge were my two brothers, Hen- 
ry and Fred, my nephew, Clarence, 
Ben Hudson .the pilot; John Hancock, 
the fireman; three passengers, a col- 
ored female cook and six deckhands, ^ 
all colored. We soou left the scene 
of the wieck and floated down the ‘ 
river stthe rate ot perhaps three miles I 
an hour. The night was cold and 1 
dark and we suffered much. We 1 
could not build a fire on the barge lor 
fear ol burning it up. The only thing 
we could do to keep alive was to walk 
around. My nephew suffered more j 
than the rest ol us, as his clothes were , 
wet. He wanted to go to sleep, hav- 1 
ing become numbed by the severe ] 
cold, and we had a hard time to save 
hia life. 

•'When we passed the encline we j 
thought someoncon'the large transfer , 
boat would see us and make an at- | 
tempt to save us, bnt such was not ( 
the case. When we got to Evans- , 
ville we cried for help, but it did not j 
come to ns. I yelled nntil I was com- ( 
pletely exansted. When we past In- t 
gle coal mine and got beyoud the , 
bend we gave up in dispair and 
thought we were doomed to a horri- 
ble death. 

"We were as cold as one coaid get ] 
without freezing to death. About 1 
three miles below the city we were 1 
saved. A bend in the river was the ' 
means of our rescue. The current in 
river carried our boat closer to the 
shore, aud with the help of two boards t 
which we had torn from the side ot f 
the barge we soon came within a few t 
leet of the shore. It was almost im- 1 
possible lor us to walk from the boat 1 
to the land, and some ot the party 1 
fell into the shore water. t 

"Alter we got to shore we at once 1 
went to an unoccupied frame house t 
near by, where we built a fire. My t 
brother.

Dr. John Edward Pendleton, the 
leading physician of Western Ken- 
tucky, and probably the most public 
spirited and accomplished man of this 
county, died at hia residence in Hart- 
ford, Ky., after a long and painful ill- 
ness, at 10130 o'clock a. m. last Sun- 
day. 

The Hie and history of Dr. Pendle- 
ton Is a complete and most beautiful 
object lesson; he wsa born In Wash- 
ington county, Ky., on Sept. 1st, 
1830, he had no brothers and but one 
sister, who, together with himself 
were left orphans when small chil- 
dren. Major Edward Berry, an old 
Revolutionary soldier and widower, 
and their maternal grandfather, took 
the children to his farm in Washing- 
ton county after the loss n* their par- 
ents: where the three lived together; 
be gave them such comforts and edu- 
cation as his large and busy farming 
interests and the ordinary country 
schools oi the day would admit. 

At about nine years of age Dr. 
Pendleton removed to Hartford, where 
he attended, for several terms, the 
once famous school of Mr.Frank Grif- 
fin, and afterwards — when only a boy 
— he returned to bis uncle'a (arm, and 
[assisted him in his large farming 
j operations in this; that, he actes as 
his financial agent, and conducted 
his trading operations with buying, 
selling and carrying horse), mnles 
and other live stock from Kentucky 
South, where he disposed oi them to 
cotton and sugar planters. 

The writer ol this article has fre- 
quently heard Dr. Pendleton tell most 
thrilling and interesting stories oi 
his history and experience while go- 
ing Sonth in the <laysol John Murrell 
and other highwaymen, and about 
tbe great and burdensome load bis 
gold and silver returns wonld bear 
down and tire bis youthlnl, but won 
derful, strong and manly body, as 
well as the anxiety he had for the 
safety of his uncle's treasure. 

Dr. Pendleton defended from a long 
line of surgeons and physicians oi 
Virginia stock, and it ia not unnat- 
mal that he gave up (he occupation 
of tradesman, upon the death ol his 
uncle, and before he was scarcely 
grown, to pursue his instinctive taste 
for medicine and science. After read- 
ing medicine for several years he 
graduated with the title of M. D. 
from the LouisvillelTaiversity, which 
was, at that time, regarded as one of 
tbe most thorough institutions of the 
sort in this country. The chairs of 
the institution were all filled with 
such men as Drs. Mott, Wood, and 
the World Famous Surgeon. Samuel 
D, Gross, his friend, whom he alter* 
wards followed to Philadelphia and 
took a Post Graduate course at Jeffer- 
son College 

At tbe age of twenty-five Dr. Pen- 
dleton was marrie to Miss Margaret 
Nall, the daughter of John G. Nall, 
of Hartford, Ky. To them were born 
five children — Mrs. Gray, of Kansas, 
Mrs. Taylor, of Hartford, Charles M. 
Pendleton, of Cincinnati, John Ed 
Pendleton, Jr., of Kansas, and Dr. E. 
B. Pendleton, of Hartford. While 
these children were infanta, and 
scarcely more than able to lisp his 
name around tbe fireside; the cause 
of the Rebellion so stirredthe patriot- 
ism of Dr. Pendleton, that alter 
maitiug tbe best provisions he could 
ior the maintenance of his yonng 
family, he recruited a company here, 
and started out to share the hard 
fortunes of the Confederacy as a 
soldier, with a commission as 
Captain, but he was not long in the 
service until the Commandeis of the 
Coufedeiacy saw that his greatest 
services could be rendered as surgeon 
and physician for the alleviation oi 
the sick and wounded belonging to 
the cause; the relore, he was almost 
st once, promoted to tbe office oi 
chief surgeon of that famous Orphan 
Brigade, which has since been written 
in history ns the most gallant and 
accomplished military baud of men 
known to its annals. This honor 
was conferred upon him at about tbe 
age otThirty-three. 

Dr. Pendleton's bright mind so at- 
tracted the Commanderol the Confed- 
erate cause that he was irom this sta- 
tion promoted to a still higher medi- 
cal position called the Medical Board 
ol Appeals for the Confederate Army; 
this board consisted ol five members. 
Dr Pendleton, Dr. Yandell, ot Louis- 
ville; Dr. Eustis, ot Georgia; some 
Doctor fiom Mississippi, and another 
Doctor from New Orleans. This 
board was what might be called tbe 
Supreme Court of matters touching 
medicine and surgery iu the Con fed - 
ate army; and, notwithstanding, Dr. 
Pendleton was the Junior member of 
, this board, bis friend, Dr. Yandell, of 
! Louisville, has been heard to say, that 
lie was the brightest and ablest mem- 
' ber ot it- 

After the to«$t4nes ot war had been 
declared against the Confederacy, and 
his last professional services had been 
given to bis crippled, maimed and 
plague stricken comrades in the deso- 
late path ot Sherman's disaaterou* 
1 inarch to the sm, sad without money 
or valuables made his way, through 
the South, to hi* Kentucky home 
Aud when here he bought two horse* 
on credit— one lor hia old body aerv- 
, ant, who followed hint through tbe

ol ciiarity and public improvement*. 

In 1869 bis wife died; afterwards he 
ma rled Miss Ida Nall, and to this 
uni ,1 were born two children, Tula, 
now Mr*. Cummins, of Memphis, and 
Ion who died an infant. 

The concourse of sorrowing friends 
of every degree and station that fol- 
low'd Dr. Pendleton to bis last rest 
Ing place stoutly attested the warm 
plac be had in tbe public heart. 
While his services as a citizen, friend 
and physician were always in demand 
and made bis life a busy one, no 
object of charity was ever turned away 
fro 1:1 him without relief; it mattered 
not .hetberthey wished his services 
or Lis money they were always cared 
for i-i the kindest and gentlest manner 
known to humanity. It Is indeed 
inconceivable that so many acts of 
man, y goodness and greatness could 
have been crowded into one life. And 
wit all that, Dr. Pendleton was never 
too busy to stop to give any intelligent 
account of current matters of public 
interest, of science, politics and latest 
literature. lie loved nature and 
sympathized with every thing. 
While returning home from long and 
tiresome visits to distant patients 
gravely stricken with diseases, or 
where he had exerted such 
strt ..gth, care and labor in a surgical 
opt -ition as wonld have exhausted 
the average man. he was never too 
tired to stop by the road side to re- 
lieve a sufferer of any kind; he would 
stop to bandage the leg or wing ol a 
crippled bird, to adopt a wandering 
kitten, or to give an anaesthetic or 
nar otic to any suffering dumb brute 
in the wake of his travels, and then 
upon reaching home his thirst for 
scientific investigation and literature 
wo. M invariably interfere with his 
sin r until he had fed upon all menus 
of 1 nprovement that had been fur- 
nished to his household during the 
day. 

l-.s skilled hand and cunning fing- 
ers did not only turn with scientific 
precision the surgeon’s knife, but at 
times would turn to poetry in such 
rhyO' metical and musical verses as 
would have caused a less modest 
master to claim the title of poet. Cer- 
tainly so good and gifted a man as 
deer Doctor Pendleton rests well.
